HAVING experienced an intrusive, demanding wed¬ 
ding photographer on her own special day, Hayley 
Lynch from Combe St Nicholas vowed that if she ever 
set up her own photography business, it would a 
friendly service.

• WHERE did the name Tigerfly come from? 

It was from when I used to be in roller derby, 
until I hurt my neck in a car accident. 

Tigerfly was my skating name, I have a

DOCTOR Mike Osborne and his 
staff provided a public display of 
their plans for the new NHS

The team then moved on to 
Crewkerne Town Hall where 
they were met by David Laws 
MP, who had helped drive 
through this development for Dr 
Osborne to provide greater 
health care facilities in the town. 

There was again a high level of 
public interest by local people 
coming to the town hall, keen to 
learn about the renovation and 
social use of an historic building 
in the community.

Support group for parents 


A CREWKERNE mother 
who has a child with As¬ 
perger’s Syndrome has got 
together with the head¬ 
teacher at Ashlands and 
Misterton First Schools, 
Carol Walker, to launch a 
new parental support group. 

Alisha and John Jeffery’s 
son, Sean, who is now nine 
and settling in at Maiden 
Beech Academy, has a 
brighter looking future but 
for a while things became 
bleak and scary. Alisha and 
her husband had concerns 
about his behaviour from 
when he was three but be¬ 
cause he was their first and 
they had no comparison, 
they thought perhaps it was 
“boy”behaviour. 

It wasn’t until he went to 
nursery that the leader made 
observations about Sean’s 
lack of socialising and habit 
of pacing, that they became 
seriously concerned. Fur¬ 
ther concerns were raised 
by his teacher when he 
started school at Ashlands 
and finally they got some 
support. After referrals to a 
speech therapist and an ed¬ 
ucational psychologist, the 
real problem was identified 


and Mrs Jeffery was put in 
contact with Somerset 
Autism Outreach. 

Once she had a “label” to 
work with, the practical 
mum turned to books and 
the internet to research the 
condition and found that her 
son’s behaviour ticked a lot 
of boxes and incidents they 
had experienced began to 
make sense. She became 
part of an online parenting 
forum and found it helpful 
to be able to talk to others 
who understood the daily 
issues and exchange coping 
strategies and tips. 

Alisha said: “He likes his 
routine and if something 
different is coming up, we 
now put it on a calendar so 
he can read it every day and 
be prepared. He used to 
have meltdowns but they 
have become less as he has 
got older but if something 
has happened at school, he 
will save it up and scream at 
home. 

“We know when it’s com¬ 
ing now because he will 
quote passages from the 
Simpsons to try and calm 
himself. He might just be 
tired or hungry but unlike 


other children he won’t 
say if he’s hungry, so we 
have to second guess all 
the time. He has a high 
reading age because his 
memory is fantastic but he 
struggles with comprehen¬ 
sion and inferred meaning 
so may not actually under¬ 
stand what he is reading. 

“I am lucky that he has 
not had a meltdown in 
public but if someone says 
hello that he doesnft know, 
he will just stare at them 
and not respond so I get 
looks from people who 
think he is just a rude 
child. 

“There was nothing lo¬ 
cally for parents like me 
and the school had been 
wonderful so I spoke to 
Carol about the possibility 
of a support group and she 
was very positive. 

“As more is known and 
talked about these condi¬ 
tions, they become less 
taboo and since we started 
having autism outreach 
days I feel less lonely and 
isolated. 

“When you hear another 
parent say they have spent 
four hours calming a

High hopes for Paralympics

FOOTBALL mad Alex 
Cos sins, from Crewkerne, 
was capped for playing in 
goal for the England CP 
football team at the end of 
last season. 

But now the 20 year old 
is waiting on the sidelines 
to be taken back due to a 
change in the age cate¬ 
gories. The CP stands for 
Cerebral Palsy and, al¬ 
though his disability is 
fairly minor and he has 
played in mainstream 
teams at local level, pro¬ 
fessional mainstream 
teams will not take CP 
players for insurance rea¬ 
sons. 

Alex,who is a massive 
Liverpool fan, has played 
in two home nation tour¬ 
naments in Belfast and 
Scotland and is hopeful he 
will be picked for the Eu¬ 
ropean Championships in 
Spain next year. Ulti¬ 
mately he hopes to be 
heading of the 2016 para- 
lympics. 

With a footballing father 
and sister, his interest in 
sport has helped Alex con¬ 
quer his disability which 
had led to bullying and 
prejudice at school. He 
used to walk on his toes 
and needed a wheelchair 
but since going to college 


and meeting a really good 
tutor, he progressed physi¬ 
cally and gained in confi¬ 
dence. 

He qualified in FA level 
1 first aid and strength and 
conditioning and helped 
out at the Bath & West dis¬ 
ability games for three 
years. 

It was his tutor who 
passed him a leaflet about 
a CP football coaching 
day. Alex said: “I thought 
disability football would 
be mbbish but I decided to 
give it a go and met senior 
players Martin and Scott 
Sinclair. Martin has CP. 
There were some coaches 
from the FA there and 
three months later I got a 
phone call from Graham 
Eytes ,who works at Ply¬ 
mouth Argyl community 
football as a coach at the 
south west centre of excel¬ 
lence. He asked me to 
come for a trial and I was 
quite nervous, I started as 
a central mid fielder and 
they made me captain in 
the first tournament. 

“I used to play goalie for 
Hinton reserves in main¬ 
stream and when a new 
player came on who I 
thought made a better cap¬ 


tain than me, I played the 
rest of the season in goal. 
We got to the final of the 
national trophy but lost 2- 
0 . 

“This season was my 
third and at the start, I was 
watching my Dad play 
cricket at Ilton when I got 
a call from the coach say¬ 
ing we were going to Scot¬ 
land, later I got a call from 
the England coach and I 
was literally jumping for 

joy. 

“I went to training camps 
as Lilleshall, I had never 
trained with them before, 
so I didn’t know the stan¬ 
dard but one of my team 
mates was there as well 
which helped. We beat 
Scotland 6-2 and Northern 
Ireland 5-1.” 

Disappointment came for 
Alex when he went to a 
training camp in St 
George’s Park two months 
ago and was told by the 
England coach it was the 
last session he would have 
with them because he was 
too old. 

He said: “The FA 
changed the rules from 
under 21 to under 19 so at 
20 I am in limbo now until 
my birthday in April when 


I am in with a chance of 
joining the seniors. I just 
hope they take me back. I 
am still playing for the 
south west senior side 
which is 16 and over, but I 
can’t play for England.” 

Alex trains every Satur¬ 
day in Taunton and was 
given free daily use of the 
gym at Yeovil college but 
it’s becoming difficult for 
him to travel there as he 
hasn’t been able to find a 
job. 

He said: “It’s really frus¬ 
trating, I’d like to be a 
sports coach but right now 
I’d do anything just to 
have a job. 

It’s hard, I’ve applied for 
lots but not even got an in¬ 
terview. It’s easy for peo¬ 
ple to point the finger 
when you’ve got a job but 
I have a lot of friends who 
have recently lost theirs. 

“What really needs to 
happen is for CP football 
to become professional, 
then we would stand a bet¬ 
ter chance against the 
Ukrainians and Russians 
who are professional. 
There is talk of it happen¬ 
ing. 

Alex is confident he will 
be playing for his country 
again and determined to 
get to the Paralympics. He 


said: “Peop in Crewkerne 
moan that there is nothing 
to do but you are the only 
one who can do something 
about it. 


His gloves are sponsored 
by Selsport but would be 
grateful to sponsors for the 
rest of his kit or any help 
with his training expenses.

Local doctors joining national 
campaign to prevent strokes 


FAMILY doctors and nurses from Chard and llminster 
joined members of the Stroke Association to add 
their support to a new stroke prevention campaign. 

Doctors and nurses from the Springmead and 
Summervale Surgeries in Chard, and the Meadows 
Surgery, llminster, were outside Tesco in Chard, to¬ 
gether with members of the Stroke Association, of¬ 
fering helpful advice and information to shoppers 
about a heart condition called Atrial Fibrillation. 

Atrial Fibrillation (AF) currently affects over 750,000 
people in the UK and can be fatal. An estimated 15 
per cent of all strokes are attributable to AF, but early 
diagnosis and treatment can significantly reduce the 
risk. The most common symptoms of AF include 
palpitations (being aware of your heart beating fast 
or irregularly), breathlessness, chest pain and fa¬ 
tigue. However, some patients may have no obvious 
symptoms but may have an irregular pulse. 

A national campaign called "Ask First"is being pro¬ 
moted this month to raise public awareness of the 
common symptoms that could increase chances of 


having a stroke. A visit to the doctor to have pulse 
and blood pressure checks is all it takes to identify 
the problem and take steps to reduce the risks. 

Dr Sarah Pearce, from the Springmead Surgery in 
Chard, explained: "If you believe you are experienc¬ 
ing the symptoms of AF then make an appointment 
to see your doctor. If your pulse feels irregular or you 
are experiencing breathlessness or chest pain then 
don't delay. Your doctor will do a simple pulse and 
blood pressure test. If it feels irregular they may refer 
you for more tests and checks to see if you are af¬ 
fected by AF. Preventing a stroke is far, far better 
than living with its consequences. 

"About a third of people who have a stroke make 
a significant recovery within a month. But most 
stroke survivors will have long-term problems. Sadly, 
in the most severe cases, strokes can be fatal or 
cause long-term disability."

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VIPs pledge support for special horses 


SINCE launching a rescue programme last month, the 
team at Special Horses for Special Children, the equine 
therapy centre based near Chard, have been working hard 
to create a sustainable programme to ensure the centre’s 
future. 

A new team of trustees has come on board to help with 
fundraising and the award winning business is being re¬ 
launched as a social enterprise. 

Last weej a group of VIP guests were invited to an open 
morning at the centre to see for themselves the work 
being done by the founder Lilias Ahmeira and her team 
of specially trained staff and volunteers. 

The High Sheriff of Somerset, the Mayor of Chard, 
deputy mayor of Taunton, chairman of South Somerset 
District Council and county and district councillors 
rubbed shoulders with members of Crewkerne Rotary 
Club, Crewkerne Lions Club, Chard Masons and repre¬ 
sentatives from the National Autistic Society as they ob¬ 
served two families enjoying the sensory therapy and 
playtime with horses and heard keys points about the 
work done. 

The reason for the event was not just to try and prompt 
more fundraising but to point out that Somerset is now 
home to a unique service provider and to get the word 
out about the impact on health and wellbeing for fa mi lies 
from across the country. 

In her introduction, Ms Ahmeira captivated her audi¬ 
ence with the tales of “little miracles” witnessed regularly 
at the stables in the 18 months since they opened. The 
combination of therapy used is not just for children on 
the autistic spectrum but for babies to young adults with 
any form of neurological disorders, or emotional distur¬ 
bance. Ms Ahmeira said: “There is no one else like us in 
the country, we are changing lives here and I am wasting 
my time on the phone every day trying to get through to 
the right people in councils and schools who should be 
listening.” 

To help with the finances of the centre, the therapy has 
also been extended to distressed adults and for corporate 
team building days. 

Retired vet Tim Udall OBE was among the guests, rep¬ 
resenting the Crewkerne Rotary Club. He said: “What a 
wonderful facility we have in our locality. My daughter- 
in-law, Tammy, and I were very impressed with our visit 
to SHLSC yesterday. I was particularly impressed with 
Lilias' knowledge of autism, the value of animal contact 
in therapy and, of course her knowledge of and dedica¬ 
tion to horse management. The demonstrations alone 
showed us how instantly and delightfully responses were 
evoked in the little lad making sensory contact and then 
riding a horse. 

“I know from family experience and from literature that 
autism is a very trying experience for parents with af¬ 
flicted children. I can see a great future for her enterprise 
and with help from volunteers this unit will go from 
strength to strength. I will certainly be spreading the 
word in Rotary and I will ask Lilias, to come and give a 
presentation to our club and possibly to a wider audience 
in Rotary and the community.”

The Mayor of Chard, Councillor Cathie Morrison, got 
stuck into some hand painting on a pony along with the 
children and fellow councillor Martin Wale. She com¬ 
mented: “It was a lovely day, to see the children that have 
use of the centre having so much fun was amazing. I now 
understand a bit more about autism, and how much this 
centre can help, not just the child with autism but the 
whole family unit. 

County Councillor Jill Shortland OBE was particularly 
moved by the experience and said: “In our lives we come 
across many thousands of people. During our journey we 
may be fortunate enough to find a few hundred really 
well-meaning individuals who help others, work for 
charities or in fields where their work has a positive im¬ 
pact on other people’s lives. 

It is very rare indeed that you happen to meet someone 
who has really dedicated themselves to a course of 
events, often as a consequence of an impact on their own 
life, that completely opens up a person to a whole new 
world. 

“As I watched and listened on Saturday morning to the 
hustle and buzz in this stable yard I began to see the im¬ 
pact this project was clearly having. The little girl who 
shied away from the attention of people yet was proud 
to hold the lead rein of a horse five times her size. The 
tiny boy who was happily grooming a horse, which was 
completely oblivious to the child's disability, as he 
munched on the hay. 

“I listened as we were told of the impact of this centre, 
almost immediate, on the whole family. The health serv¬ 
ice budgets and social care budgets can't keep pace yet 


this "treatment" is nationally hidden and therefore over¬ 
looked, left to dedicated fundraisers to struggle on to find 
the next few pounds to support their project.” 

All the VIPs left with promises to help in whatever way 
they could, the Masons left a cash donation, The Lions 
made a promise of several round bales of organic hay 
from Lion Lred Broom’s farm and others said they would 
look at providing equipment for the horses. All vowed to 
network as much as they could. 

Special Horses for Special Children would like to thank 
their guests, the families and everyone who made the day 
such a success, particularly the volunteers who gave up 
their Saturday morning to help, including the children on 
car parking duty.

Stiff Little Fingers to play Bmiport 


STIFF Little Fingers are a punk rock 
band from Belfast, Northern Ireland, 
who formed in 1977, at the height 
of the Troubles. They started out as 
a schoolboy band called Highway 
Star (named after the Deep Purple 
song), doing rock covers, until they 
discovered punk. 

Along with the likes of the Clash, 
Sex Pistols, The Jam, Skids, Buz- 
zcocks, Undertones, Sham 69 and 
the Stranglers they were at the fore¬ 
front of the punk movement. They 
enjoyed six years as one of the 
biggest ticket draws in the UK and 
recorded three more studio albums 
- Nobody's Heroes (1980), Go For It 
(1982) and Now Then (1982) 

They split up after six years and 
four albums, although they re¬ 
formed five years later, in 1987. 

Despite major personnel changes, 


they are still touring and recording 
as of 2012. Jake Burns, their lead 
singer, is the only member to have 
been with the band during all its in¬ 
carnations, but in March 2006, orig¬ 
inal bass guitarist AN McMordie 
rejoined them following the depar¬ 
ture of The Jam bass player Bruce 
Foxton after fifteen years. The re¬ 
sponse from the fans has been 
tremendous. 

Though focused on their new ma¬ 
terial, they always play the old fa¬ 
vorites at gigs. Jake said, "You have 
to strike a balance. The difficulty 
with a band like ourselves is to try 
not make it sound like a cabaret 
band. Obviously, it’d be very easy to 
go, ’Hey, here’s another old one you 
may remember.’ A lot of the old 
songs the audience greet like old 
friends....! suppose it’s the same as 


any band that’s been around for 
any length of time....And yes, there 
are nights that we don’t particularly 
want to play "Alternative Ulster" or 
"Suspect Device" because we’ve 
heard them ’til they're coming out 
our ears. But there's always the pos¬ 
sibility that somebody out there has 
never seen the band before, never 
heard them."

ARTS CENTRE FAVOURITES MAKE A WELCOME RETURN! 


CLASSIC Jazz is a seven piece band formed 
with the original sounds of New Orleans 
jazz in mind. Steve Graham, Mike Denham 
and John Wurr have all appeared at The 
llminster Arts Centre before and have be¬ 
come great favourites. On this occasion 
they are with Steve's full band on it's sec¬ 
ond visit to the Meeting House. 

Steve Graham formed this Band in 2005, 
to play the exciting hot music of King 
Oliver, Jelly Roll Morton and other New Or¬ 
leans' bands of the 1920's, as well as the 
classic rags of Scott Joplin and his contem¬ 
poraries. However, the band does not set 
out to reproduce slavish copies of the orig¬ 


inal recordings, it has it's own distinctive 
sound which creates driving, swinging en¬ 
semble jazz. This is the music from which 
the immensely popular "Trad" bands of the 
50's and 60's developed their styles. 

He is joined by Mike Denham on piano 
who is an acclaimed exponent of classic 
ragtime, boogie-woogie and stride piano 
styles. He leads the popular Sunset Cafe 
Stompers, and he has performed at llmin¬ 
ster many times with his "Speakeasy" ses¬ 
sions, and almost always brings a full 
house. On Clarinet & Alto sax, John Wurr is 
highly regarded as one of the UK's most 
versatile reed players. He too has played 


before at The Arts Centre in a "Speakeasy" 
session.Tom Whittingham on Trombone is 
a natural musician and has an instinctive 
feel for the jazz music of the period. Pro¬ 
viding an imaginative support for Steve's 
lead is Dave Martin as second Cornet. The 
rhythm section is completed by Sarah 
Thatcher on Banjo, and Drummer Male 
Murphy.

horse racing bob buckler stable 

Heartening display from debutant 


by Stuart Broom 

THERE was good news for the locally- 
based Bob Buckler stable last week 
with the promising debut of Hearten¬ 
ing. 

The four-year-old filly ran a very en¬ 
couraging race to land third place in a 
bumper over two miles on Lingfield's 
polytrack. 

Buckler said: "That was a super run 
first time out. Dead genuine, tried, she 
was beaten by a very well backed 
horse, Pepelina, whilst the horse that 
beat us by 1 Vi lengths, Amazing D'azy, 
for second, has been third twice in 
bumpers in her first two runs and ob¬ 
viously has form and experience. No, I 
was very pleased with that. 

"She also got boxed in at one stage 
but was brave and went through the 
gap when it appeared, and but for that 
might have got second. She could be a 
very nice little horse. 

Having written that Double Dizzy 
had been retired two weeks ago after 
pulling up in the Haye Jousselin Chase 
at Autieul, connections decided to give 
him another chance, and he made an 
appearance in the Glenfarclas Cross 
Country Chase at Cheltenham on Sat¬ 
urday, the race in which he finished 
third last year. 

He did complete the challenging 
3m7f course comprising a variety of 
obstacles, finishing tenth of the eleven 
finishers in the field of 16, after which 
both the horse and jockey Andrew 
Glassonbury both received praise from 
Buckler. 

"The connections decided to give 
him one more chance, and although 
he didn't really want to go out into the 
country a second time, he didn't dis¬ 
grace himself. 

He jumped amazingly, I reckon on av¬ 
erage he made two lengths on the 
field at each fence, but he doesn't love 
racing in between times. 

"Andrew gave him without doubt the 


most amazing, brilliant ride. Nobody 
would have earned their money more 
than him; he just kept him as inter¬ 
ested as he could for a long as he 
could. 

"The ground was very testing, and if 
this is to be his last run has gone out on 
a semi-high really. His jumping kept 
him in there; it was brilliant." 

Buckler was however disappointed 
with the running of Malin Head who 
he expected to win the Michael Trickey 
Birthday Handicap Chase at Taunton 
over 2m7f, but could only finish last of 
the five finishers. 

"It mystified me! I thought he would 
win the race quite easily. The ground 
was actually softer that we wanted; it 
rode a lot softer than reported; but 
even so that should not have stopped 
him." 

It's possible he may have pulled a 
muscle because he was lame for two 
days after the race. 

Buckler said: "His jumping went 
downhill, and he's normally a brilliant 
jumper, so whether he pulled a muscle 
somewhere and it was quite sore, we 
are not sure. 

"It would probably account for his 
lameness. It just proves as I have said 
before they are not machines." 

Cullahill ran a creditable fourth in 
the 3m Weatherbys 2013 Point-To- 
Point Annual Handicap Chase at Lud¬ 
low. 

"He ran a very good race. Ludlow's 
quite a fast, tight track and he got a lit¬ 
tle outpaced down the back. He then 
was boxed in and got bumped, but he 
stayed on again strongly. It was a very 
pleasing run for an old horse." 

He was due to race again at Folke¬ 
stone on Tuesday. 

There was disappointment for the 
stables trio of runners at Exeter last 
Wednesday. 

Quix's showing was possibly the re¬ 
sult of the decision to miss out four 


fences down the back straight because 
of the low sun in the 3m handicap 
chase. 

Buckler said:"He's an enigma. On his 
previous running in the high-class 
novice chase at Exeter, in that com¬ 
pany he should have had a very good 
chance. 

"Taking the fences didn't help him 
because he's a thinker and a good 
jumper, and so he ran about VA miles 
with nothing to keep him occupied 
and he lost interest. He fell later after 
making a slight mistake but was not in¬ 
terested by then. 

"He will be given one more chance 
because he works brilliantly at home 
and so we will give him one more 
chance at Folkestone on December 
4th. It's a flater, faster track, over the 
shorter distance of two miles and we 
will fit blinkers and fire him out in 
front." 

La Madonnina was pulled up two 
from home in the mare's novice hurdle 
over 2m3f although it is possible she 
had been suffering from a back prob¬ 
lem, possibly a pulled muscle from 
much earlier in the race. 

"She jumped poorly and was holding 
her tail awkwardly at the end of the 
race which suggests something's not 
quite right, so she will be seeing a 
physio this week to check her out,"said 
Buckler 

Double or Quitz was having his first 
race for just over two years following a 
leg problem, and although never 
threatening, was adapting to life on 
the track when three fences from 
home jockey Giles Hawkins pulled him 
up when a horse fell in front of him. 

"He did blow a bit when turning up 
the hill which is fine, you would expect 
that first time back, but he could have 
finished. 

"Unfortunately a horse ran in front of 
him at the third last which saw Giles 
pull him up."

AFTER this encounter I was left 
with the feeling that if I made 
Chard underdogs in my prediction, 
consistently between now and the 
season's end, they would probably 
end up winning the division.
